CAUGHT IN A CYCLONE. 


An Excursion. Boat on. the Dela- 


ware Kiver Wrecked by 


the Wind. 


Six Hundred Houses in Philadelphia and 


One Thousand in Oamden Demol- 


ished or Badly Damaged. 


Several Persons Killed and One Hundred 


Injured, Many Fatally—Loss One 


Million Dollars. 


PHILADELPHIA, PA., August 4.—About 


haU-past three o'clock yesterday after- 
noon the eastern ehorc-of the Delaware 
Kiver In tho neighborhood: of Gloucester, 
N. J., was sUucfc by a cyclone. Tbe 
wind storm struck up the -Comden shore 
to a short distance this Bide ot Barling- 
ton, and then crossing the river,proceed- 
ed on Its narrow course through the farm 
lands of Pennsylvania. The sight wit- 
nessed from the btiBlness'houses on Del- 
aware avenue was pronounced one of the 
most terrorizing 
ever seen in 
this 


part of tbe country. A dense, leaden- 
hued cloud, like a twisting column ol 
smoke, rose Into the atr, as though dis- 
charged from the water, and flying along 
In a northwesterly course, carried every 
thing down before It. 


Tbe excursion steamer Major Reybold 


on her way down tbe river with aboo 
one hundred excursionists, was strucl 
by the cyclone 
just off 
Greeawlcti 


Point, 
and wrecked 
in

manner. The cyclone-coming from th< 
Southeast struck her on the port side 
Sbe careened heavily and almost went on 
her beam ends. 
The passengers were 


thrown to the deck, and a terrible scent 
of confusion ensued. 
The port side 


cabin was torn to pieces, and the fly 
Ing timbers struck men and women down 
and many were severely Injured. Cap 
tain Eugene Reybold and Pilot Emor 
Towuseud were In the pilot-house, ani 
when the full force of the wlod stracl 
ilic bout, the pilot-house was blown ol 
with the two men In It.
